Roosevelt and he treated lightly the 
stories that there might bt a tight to 
repudiate the action of the state com­ 
mittee in the convention. 
The vice president also talked with 
the president regarding the congres­ 
sional campaign. 
Ile wants the fight 
to be waged along th** old lines. 
“ A straight out Republican iight on 
the Republican platform and the rec­ 
ord of the party, including the tariff, 
he put it. 
At Mr. Sherm an’s solicitation Pres 
ident Taft agreed to point the way i 
the campaign 
by 
writing 
a 
letter 
which is to be made* a part of the cam 
paign text book of 
the Republican 
committee. 
W hile the fight apparently is to be 
directed along the lines of the past it 
can be said authoritatively that the 
feature of the party reorganization 
plans which call for the retirement of 
Speaker Cannon will be strictly ad 
hered to.

Representative Nicholas Longworth 
of Ohio, who has been called into 
nearly all of the recent conferences 
at the president’s home, was at the 
interview with Mr. Sherman.

Old Settlers Predict One in Southern 
M innesota. 


St. Peter, Minn., Aug. 18.— Old set­ 
tlers 
of 
Nicollet 
county 
predict 
a 
plague of grasshoppers for Southern 
Minnesota in P ill. 
Flights of locusts 
that have been seen dining the past 
few tlays have revived the cid fear of 
the pests, and they declare that, a 
year hence, there will be an invasion 
which 
will 
rival 
the 
visitation 
of 
1874-ri. 
That there are grounds for their ap­ 
prehensions is admitted, and the his­ 
tory of "grasshopper tim es” is such 
that many farm ers are talking of plans 
to destroy the pests. 
The first inva­ 
sion of locusts of which there is any 
authentic 
record 
occurred 
in 
1857, 
large areas in Nicollet and la* Sueur 
counties 
suffering. 
Again 
in 
1865 
groat damage to crops was done by 
the insects, but it was in 1875 and 
1876 that they made themselves a ter­ 
ror to all parts of Minnesota. 
In the fall of 1874 vast quantities of 
eggs w. re deposited in the ground, and 
the following spring the locusts ap­ 
peared by the millions. 
So numerous 
were they that they devoured every 
green thing, and. when they migrated, 
they ti* w in immense clouds, (trowing 
crops were cut to the earth and con­ 
sumed, the arm y of locusts leaving in 
their wake a country that was wholly 
devastated and blackened as though 
by lire. and for two years the farmers 
harvested no crops.

Cocks and oth­ 
er political leaders of his home dis­ 
trict, he said, before deciding, and he 
is inclined to the belief tnat it would 
be better to stay away and let the 
“ old guard” carry on the fight by it­ 
self.

tin effort wii* made to do the right 
thing by the man who, after all. was 
( here first 
to give him land anil let 
I him litre cm It. 
In short, we stopped 
I being bad and began to be stupid. 
For no sooner had the Indian been 
: solemnly given tin* land, almost with 
tears of shamed apology, than we let 
it be taken aw ay again, rigid and left, 
hit or miss 
W e forgot nil about him 
as soon as he was duly ti ward of the 
nation. 
W e had said he was protected, 
and tinder the magnificent aegis of 
this declaration he was. of course, for 
ever s a fe . 


High Commissions Cause Row. 


Then began the sort of thing that 
culminated when the M eM urray firm 
announced that it would sell tin* Choc­ 
taw and Chickasaw lands for them, 
charging only IO per cent of the price 
paid. 
The syndicate that wanted to 
buy was w illing to pay $.'10,000,000 for 
the riclj coal and asphalt lands that 
are said by some to be worth from 
$10,000,000 to $30,000,000 more, nod 
for putting through this deal—so de­ 
sirable. they explained, from the In ­ 
dian 
point 
of 
view’ the 
M cM urray 
firm wanted only tin* fee of $3,000,000. 
Senator Gore <>bj<*cted, and hence the 
trouble. 
Rut there have been deals 
like this a-plenty and no senator (lore 
to protest. 
This same M cM urray has had suc­ 
cessful financial relations with the In ­ 
dians in the past. 
He was. with four 
ot liers, indicted for obtaining an enor- 
j 
mons fee from the Five Nations in 
connection wffh the registration law 
j 
some years ago. 
It is a long story, j 
lair one worth telling. 
When the Five Nations were moved 
westward-ho to make room for a civ ­ 
ilization that had no particular use for 
them they were paid for their lauds 
and were given over BLOOD,OOO acres 
iii what is now oklahoma. 
Here they 
were to live as they wanted to live 
and hunt or farm, just as they liked, 
unmolested by the white man. 
As we grew and W’axed fat we ex­ 
tended anxious eyes toward Oklahoma. 
Tile Indian land was. unfortunately 
for them, very good land. 
No sooner 
did we grasp this fact than we felt 
we must take up the white man's bur­ 
den. 
Indians’ Tribunals Abolished. 


The red man had a certain govern­ 
ment of his own. a sort of communal 
government, not 
undemocratic. 
He 
thought it pretty good. 
A n yw ay it 
suited him. 
Bu t it stood in the w ay 
of “ progress,” and so it had to go. let­ 
ting in the aforesaid progress w ith a 
flourish of lying, perjury, graft and 
other concomitants of civilization quite 
amazing to behold. 
It w as done in this fashion: 
Begin­ 
ning in 
1887. certain severalty acts 
were passed conferring citizenship on 
any Indian who would give up tribal 
life and take up land individually. In 
I sol this offer was extended to the 
Five Nations in Oklahoma, and in 1803 
the famous Dawes commission, beaded 
by Senator Henry L. Dawes of M assa­ 
chusetts. was appointed for the pur­ 
pose of extinguishing the tribal titles 
to lands and allotting the same in 
severalty to members of the tribes. 
it is not to be supposed that the In ­ 
dians had anything to (lo with this a r­ 
rangement. The white man took, along 
with his other burdens, that of decid­ 
ing that the Indian should sell ins 
land. 
So it was sold. 
Some of it was to 
come into the market almost im m edi­ 
ately and some within five years or so 
and some in tw enty or more years, but 
practically sill was to be sold in course 
of time. 
Over two-thirds of it has 
been disposed of now. 
And the money? 
W ell, the Indians 
are mon* likely to become charges on 
the state than to buy automobiles. 
There were only 100,000 or so of them, 
and over 12,(mm>,000 acres of land have 
been sold, but the Indian didn’t get 
tile money. 
One 
woman 
sold 
laud 
worth 
in 
asphalt beds from $00,000 to $80,000 
She was paid $1,100. but not ail in 
cash—oh. no: 
For so large a price as 
that Hie purchaser explained that she 
must take part in the form of notes 


Blind Woman Cheated. 


Another woman was blind aud very, 
very old. 
Tw o white men explained 
to her that she was entitled to a 
pension by virtue of her late husband's 
service during the civil war. They pre­ 
sented a paper for her to sign, assuring 
lier that she would get lier pension on 
its receipt in Washington. 
She made 
her mark, her fingers guided by Hie 
men. 
The paper turned out to lie ii 
w arranty deed for her farm. 
Both 
these cases were fought in court a ft­ 
erward. 
The Dawes severalty act. arranging 
for the sale of the Indian lands, con 
templated the prompt sale of some ot 


the property, but considered that a 
good deal of it 
would be held for 
twenty or thirty years. 
The act was 
a piece of interference with the rights 
and desires of the indians under any 
circumstances, but tills provision was 
a 
redeeming point, 
and 
for nearly 
twenty years the sules proceeded with 
tills limitation. 
Bu t it seemed too bad to leave the 
lauds iu the hands of the unprogres­ 
sive for so long a time. 
Four years 
ago ao amendment to the Dnwes act 
removed all restrictions from the sale 
of the laud aud authorized the issu- 
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ance of a fee ’simple patent to any 
allottee "competent 
and capable of 
managing bis or lier affairs.’' 
The 
Indian 
office 
construed 
tile 
meaning of this statute to be tbnt if 
any Indian disposed of Ids land know­ 
ing he would not get it back again he 
was “ competent and capable” within 
the meaning of the law.

ing but to be let alone 
Now. it was the business of the gov­ 
ernment to attend to this, and so Ethan 
Allan 
Hitchcock's 
secretary 
of 
the 
interior said afterw ard in no uncer 
tain 
fashion, 
but 
the 
government 
didn’t do anything about it, and M ans­ 
field & M cM urray proceeded to push 
people off the rolls. 
They got $10 a 
head for pushing, or something like 
that. 
A nyw ay, the bill amounted to 
$750,000. 


Indians Pay All Bills. 


There was a protest. 
M cM urray and 
others were indicted, and then the in­ 
dictments were dismissed. 
The In ­ 
dians paid that bill. as they have paid 
various others. 
Also they paid sometimes for getting 
on the rolls. 
Occasionally the fee was 
50 per cent of all they had. 
Taking it 
by and large, there has seldom been so 
satisfactory a carnival from tile graft­ 
er's point of view. 
There was talk of reopening this 
rich view and looking over the rolls 
the other day, but even the Indians 
have learned the trick now. and they 
presented a petition saying that they 
have already spent over $1,000,000 de­ 
fending themselves against fraudulent 
claims of citizenship in the Five N a­ 
tions and they would prefer to have 
the matter rest as quietly as it can. 
They add. with some natural bitter­ 
ness. that had the question of decid­ 
ing on Indian blood been lett to the 
Indian courts it would have been set­ 
tled more sw iftly and justly. 
When the announcement was made 
that homesteads would be sold at one- 
half t h e assessed value O I the land, 
two lots to each person, there was an­ 
other rush to profit by the graft. The 
land had been Indian laud. Ila If a m il­ 
lion acres in all. and it was offered on 
these terms to encourage civilization 
to take a nice long step and settle in 
t )k la homa. 


Laws Easily Evaded. 


Any man who wanted to speculate in 
land got a certain number of men at 
borne, tramps or friends anybody—to 
give 
him 
their 
power 
of attorney, 
then to Oklahoma without delay; two 
lots for him. please, aud two lots for 
ids friends whose power of attorney 
lie showed. 
Sometimes a man would get several 
hundred lots in this fashion. H e would 
sell. aud. if the graft was discovered, 
where was the grafter? 
The commissioner of Indian affairs. 
Robert 
G. 
Valentine, 
put 
the case 
pithily the other day: 
“ It is possible to do only one of two 
tilings with the Indians—to external 
Hate them or to make them into c iti­ 
zens. 
W hichever we choose should lie 
done in a businesslike way. 
if we 
choose extermination we should do it 
suddenly, painlessly and completely. 
btu instead of frankly engaging In that 
course the country has set itself to 
make the Indians into citizens. 
It has 
no business to bungle this job as it is 
now doing any more than if the course 
of extermination were now to be d<* 
rider! on it would have any business to 
bungle that.”

A u s tra lia ’s Stony Desert. 


The great stony desert of north Aus­ 
tralia xvas discovered by Captain Sturt. 
an Australian explorer, in 1845-0. 
It 
is north of the river Darling aud is 
about 300 miles long and IOO broad, 
consisting of sandy dunes or ridges. 
Its want of trees, except along the 
creeks, gives the country a sterile ap­ 
pearance. 
These ridges were probably 
formed by the joint effect of winds 
and a gradually retiring sea. 
Accord­ 
ing to Captain Sturt, these waters 
xvere gradually lost by evaporation or 
carried to some undiscovered sea, The 
only vegetation, growing scantily, is 
prickly acacias in full bloom, all of 
stunted growth. 
W ater is scarce ex­ 
cept in the creeks xvhich are sheltered, 
and this is generally brackish. 
Few 
travelers care to traverse this inhos­ 
pitable desert.
